This document is a Statement of Interview Substance for the telephonic interview conducted 
on February 3, 2009, with Examiner Joshua Taylor, Supervisory Patent Examiner Vivek Srivastava, 
and Attorney May Lin DeHaan. 

Claims 1, 2 and 8-16 were discussed. Cited art that was discussed included Ellis US
